Borne down by the burden of grief 
and shame over the disgrace which had 
befallen her father and brother, and 
had rendered her a social outcast, Au- 
gusta Clowers, 16 years old, of Alton, 
killed herself by swallowing rat poi- 


son. 

The girl died Tuesday morning at St. 
Joseph's Hospital, from the effect of the 
poison taken at 3 p. m. Monday, in a 
locked coal shed at the home of M. B. 
Copley, 706 Rozier street, where she had 
lived since the breaking up of her own 
home. 

Charles Clowers, the girl’s father, is 
now in the penitentiary on a ~charge 
made by her. The developments of his 
trial caused charitably disposed persons 
to feel pity for the young woman, and 
the Copleys took her to their home in 


the hope that she might outlive the in- 


fluences of her surroundings. 

While the father’s trial was pending, 
the girl’s brother, Charles Clowers Jr., 
made the utmost efforts to get her out 
of the State, to save the father from 
conviction. The young man served a 
jail sentence on the charge of attempted 
intimidation. 

A few days after his release, he was 
arrested on the charge of attempted ar- 
son. It was charged that he poured oil 
on-frame buildings around the Copley 
home and set fire to the premises. His 
sister discovered the blaze and it was 
put out in time to save the dwelling. 

A State fire marshal investigated and 
& Warrant was issued, with Augusta 
Clowers named as the principal witness 
figainst her brother. She was distressed 
at the prospect that she might have to 
be instrumental in sending him to pris- 
on, as she was in her father’s case. «uw». 

-Mon moon she locked herself 
in the Copley’s coal shéd, and some 
time later she was heard moaning in. 
pain. Mrs. Copley went to the shed, 
and when she learned what. had hap- 
pened, called a physician and Mrs. 
Sophia Demuth, police matron. The 
cecurrence was kept secret until after 
the girl’s death. 

The girl’s death may result in freeing 
young Clowers of the arson charge, 
‘tvhich depended largely on her testi- 
mony. 





®\. DOUBLE MINE BLASTS 


KILL 65 IN ENGLAND 


Colliery Had Been Visited by 
King George Only the 


Day Before. 


CONISBROUGH, Yorkshire, England, 
July 9.—A double explosion in the Cade- 
by Colliery in this district today caused 
the death of 65 miners. Many others 
ar. missing and the officials of the pit 
think that the total death rol! will reach 
80. Among the vicitims are three Gov- 
ernment mine inspectors. 

Many of the men met their deaths 
when engaged in an attempt to rescue 
thelr comrades, who were cut off in 
th» galleries by the first explosion. Dur- 
ing their search a second and more 
terrible explosion occurred, which killed 
most of the rescuing party. 

The two big explosions were followeil 
by three minor explosions, but despite 
this party after party of rescuers wet 
down the pit to attempt to succor their 
comrades, only to find them dead. The 
deaths were all instantaneous. Most «of 
the bodies were mangled by the force 
of the explosion, 

An accumulation of gas which was 
ignited by firing a ‘shot is believet 
to have been the cause of the disaster.

Edward Wilson Thompson, 57 years 
old, shot himself in the head at the 
Congress Apartments, 1158 Blackstone 
avenue, Tuesday.

Crow Files Objection to Trieber’s 
Temporaty Decree as First 
Step of Appeal. 





FINAL ORDER PUT OFF 





Crow Contends Ruling Opens 
Way for Restoration of 
the Arbitrary. 





An interlocutory decree interpreting 


the decision of the United States Su- 
rreme Court in the Terminal suit was 
handed down by Judge Trieber of Lit- 
tle Rock, sitting as Judge of the Unit- 


ed States District Court at St. Louis 
Tuesday. 

Objecting to the temporary decree, on 
the contention that it left the bridge 
arbitrary just where it was when the 
Government filed the suit, Edward C. 
Crow, attorney for the Department of 
Justice, filed an exception as the first 
step for an appeal to the Supreme Court 
to interpret its own decision. 

The decree as entered by the court was 
substantially as agreed upon by Judge 
Trieber and former Judge Henry S. 
Priest, counsel for the Terminal, Mon- 
day. Judge Trieber said that the inter- 
locutory decree was subject to any 
changes that he might see fit to make 
before entering the final decree. He said 
Monday that he would make the final 
decree Tuesday, but the document had 
not been put in printed form, and he 
agreed to lay 
October if counsel for the Government 
end the Terminal offered no objection. 


Confers With Wickersham, 
Judge Priest told Judge Trieber that 


he was eager to get away on his vaca- 
tion, and as he intended going abroad, 
he likely wquld go return until early 
in October. Crow said that this ar- 
rangement was satisfactory to him, pro- 
vided Attorney-General Wickersham of- 
fered no objection. He said he would 
communicate with Wickersham imme- 
diately and give his answer to Judge 
Trieber before he departs for Little 
Rock in the evening. 

The injunctive features of the decree, 
which Judge Trieber said Monday he 
would insert to give the Court power to 
enforce its order, were not put in the 
interlocutory décreé, but Judge Trieber 
said they would be made a part of the 
final decree. , 

The final decree, as indicated by 
Judge Trieber, will enjoin the Terminal 
Railroad Association and the railroads 
defendants to the suit, from maintainaing 
any arbitrary in the 10)-mile zone, which 
is not equally and in like manner ap- 
plied to traffic outside of the 100-mile 
zone. 

Under this decree the Terminal wil! 
be enjoined from maintaining the arbi- 
trary on coal and other traffic in the 
100-mile zone Only so long as it does not 
charge any arbitrary on traffic outside 
of that zone.: By restoring the bridge 
arbitrary, as it existed at the time the 
suit was filed, Attorney Crow holds the 
Terminal and the railroads could lega- 
lize the arbitrary within the 100-mile 
zone. 

Remedy in Commerce Commission. 

Judge Trieber held that this was the 
correct view of the paragraph tin the 
Terminal decision referring to the arbi- 
trary. He said the Court had no power 
to make rates, that function belonging 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The decree of the ceurt said -x- 
pressly, he contended, that nothing in 
the decision should -be interpreted to 
affect in any way the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's jurisdiction over 
rates. 

In his discussion of the arbitrary 
Judge Trieber said that if the people 
were disgatisfied with the arbitrary 
their remedy was to apply to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for a rul- 
ing.

AETNA, Ind., July 9.—Thousands of 
lightning bugs caused terror among 
workmen employed in the powder mills 
here last night following a_thunder- 
storm. The insects, driven from the 
Mankakee marshes by the storm, set- 
tled down upon a tank contairfing sev- 
eral hundred gallons of nitroglycerin.

got through, it was not worth while,” 
replied Thomas Taggart. chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee in 
1904 when asked today by the Senate 
Campaign Expenditure Comrnittee if he 


ever figured up the receipts and ex- 
penditures of his committee for the 
Parker campaign. 

“The court will take judicial notice 
of that,”’. retorted Chairman Clapp. 

Taggart swore that while the treas- 
urer’s books came into his possession 
just before the Denver convention in 
1908, he burned them and “other dead 
matter’ before furning over organiza- 
tion records to Norman E. Mack, the 
new chairman in 1908. 

Taggart was unable to |. remember 
much about contributions. From hear- 
say he expressed a belief that August 
Belmont, Thomas F. Ryan and Cord 
Meyer, all of New York, had _ con- 
tributed. 

“These probably were three among 
thousands, but I just do not remember 
the others,”’ said Taggart. 

“IT suppose you were a contributor?’ 
suggested Senator Oliver. 

“T expect I was. Whatever it was, 
I contributed to the Indiana State Com. 
mittee.” 

‘*‘How much did you contribute?’ 

“I cannot recall definitely.’’ 

‘Well, approximately?’ 

“IT suppose I would be safe in sayix: 
$1000.” 

The witness estimated the committ>» 
had 20 or 3 men‘, soliciting funds 
throughout the states. He insisted thar 
George F. Peabody, the treasurer, hau 
charge of the finances, or was, at leas-, 
in position to know all about them.

BOSTON, July 9.—Gypsy moths, which 
leave trees barren after a few days, 
have struck Boston by billions. Some 
sections are covered half ‘an inch déep. 
This is the first time the pest has ‘come 
to Boston. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent 
in other parts of New England to erad- 
icate the moths without success. 

The gypsy or brown-tail moth has a 
deleterious effect on health, as the hairs 
from the caterpiller of the moth are 
néttling and sometimes produce tuber- 
culosis and other diseases. All the Govy- 
ernment experts who have fought the 
pests in New England have become sert-

She said that in 190 she was engaged 
by the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion to, write and lecture against prohi- 
bition. It was throtgh her efforts, she 
said, that Washington City and the Dis- 
trict of Columbla were prevented from 
joining the prohibition ranks, ’ 

‘In recognition of her services, she 
said, Adolphus’ Busch, millionaire St. 
Louls brewer, suggested to the other 
brewers that the Association pay her 
an annuity of $260 a month for life. 

- Miss Couzins told Judge frieber this 
money was paid to her until 1900, when 
the annuity was suspended. She has 
been able to collect nothing since then, 
she said. 

Judge Trieber patiently listened to her 
recital. ‘‘Have you filed a guit?”’ he 
asked. 

She replied that she had not. 

“Nothing can be done until you file a 
suit,” said the Judge. . 

Miss Couzins left the building, saying 
she would consult an attorney.

hours after she had been buried, her 
closest friends believing she had died 
of tuberculosis. the body of Mrs. J. 


P. Atkins was exhumed, and now is at 
a local margue with county and city 
health officials trying to decide whether 
she was murdered or killed herself. 

Within a few hours after the body had 
been interred a story circulated rapid- 
ly that Mrs. Atkins had been killed »y 
a bullet through the heart. This was 
frankly admitted by her husband. He 
said that Mrs. Atkins had killed herself. 
The death occurred at the Atkins home 
at Lamar, Ok. 

A death certificate was made out by 
Dr. Atkins, brother of the dead woman’s 
husband. It certified that the woman 
had not died of a contagious disease. 
No reference was made as to the man- 
ner of death. This is supposed by 
friends of Atkins to have been merely 
a desire on his part to keep as quiet 
as possible the story of suicide. 

Atkins says that Friday morning his 
wife left the house before hreakfast 
and did not return. He got breakfast 
for himself and little son and after 
they had eaten and Mrs. Atkins had 
still not returned, he searched and 
found her in a clump of bushes three- 
quarters of a mile from the house. 

There was a bullet wound through the 
left side of the body. A revolver was 
near and the woman was dead. 

Detectives were sent to Lamar by rela- 
tives of the dead woman immediately 
after it was. known that she died from 
a bullet wound instead of tuberculosis. 
Upon their return application was made 
to the civil authorities for permission to 
exhume the body.

Nugent, Who Called Him “Liar 
and Ingrate,’’ Says He’s Glad 
to See Governor. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
SEAGIRT, N. J., July 9.—Gov. Wil- 
son, after discussing until nearly mid- 
right with Norman E. Mack, chairman 
of the Democratic National Comu:it- 
tee, the way the campaign shall be man- 
nged, arose early today and went to 

Trenton to spend the day. 

The Governor motored for two hours 
under a blazing sun_to the State cap- 
ital to observe the eweekly Governor's 
day. He has grown somewhat careworn 
during the week since he was nominatcd 
and sent word to the newspaper men 
that he wanted to make the trip alone 
and asked them not to follow him, but 
come by train. So they lost him for the 
greater part of the forenoon. 

Gov. Wilson has planned to grant an 
audience to Samuel Gompers and other 
officials of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

There has been under discussion for 
several days a proposal to return to t..e 
rarty custom that prevailed up till 
18 of having a chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee and at the same lLiiue 
a campaign chairman, head of a sub- 
comniittee, who is the actual command- 
ing general of the fighting forces of the 
party. ryan did nut want a campaign 
manager apart from the head of the Na- 
tional Committee in 1908, but return ‘o 
the old custom may be found again 
tighly desirable. 

The principal argument advanced in 
its favor is that it would relieve tne 
candidate of the present dilemma. Wil- 
liam F. McCombs, manager of the nom- 
inating campaign, will be slated for the 
r:ational chairmanship. As titular djrec- 
tor of the party, his services would be 
1ccognized and his activities continued. 
lfe and his lieutenants would be satis- 
fied. At the head of the Gampaign 
Committee would be placed a Western 
man, picked from the group of experi- 
creed politicians of the type of Davies 
of Wisconsin or Lynch of Minnesota. 

Hard Campaign in New York. 

Mack told Gov. Wilson that the New 
York organization would make the 
hardest possible campaign to put 
through the Wilson ticket and keep 
the governorship Democratic. The State 
ticket he: would not discuss. Of the 
national campaign he said: 





-““The Democrats are going to make 
this a»tkrorough’campaign, all along the 
line, even if it doesn’t appear nécessary. 
It will not, I think, be @ money cam- 
paign. The question of funds hasn’t 
come up. Roosevelt seems to have 
dropped out as ‘an important factor. 
Nevertheless, he must be reckoned with. 
It looks as though he would hurt the 
Republicans about 90 per cent and the 
Democrats 10 per cent.”’ 

The presence of Senator Thomas P. 
Gore of Oklahoma, the most active 
campaigner and commanding general cf 
the Wilson nominating campaign, 
eclipsed to a large extent the lesser 
political lights. Senator Gore enjoys the 
confidence and admiration of Gov. Wil- 
son to a greater extent possibly, than 
any other man in public life. This was 
their first meeting since the conven- 
tion and-they had a long conference. 

The Governor and James R. Nugent, 
his recent political foe in Essex “oun- 
ty, clasped hands for the first time with- 
in a year. Nugent came down peith 
the New Jersey delegates and lter- 
nates to attend a luncheon to whicli tne 
entire delegation had been invitei by 
kL. E. Grosscup, Democratic State chair- 
man. 

Meets Former Political Foe. 

As Nugent approached Gov. Wilson, 
whom a year ago he denounced as “en 
ingrate and a liar,’’ he said: 

“I am glad to gee you, Governor ’ ¥: 

“I am glad to see you, Mr. Nugent,”’ 
was the Governor’s reply. 

With Nugent arrived, Harry Backus 
and Mayor Arthur Seymour, who, with 
ex-Senator James Smith, comprised the 
four Essex County delegates who vuted 
to the last at Baltimore against Wil- 
son’s nomination. Smith wus not pres- 
ent. In his place was Judge Siimon 
Hahn, his alternate Sivrith telegraphed 
Chairman Grosscup vf the delegation 
his regrets that ‘3rosscup’s Invitation 
was received tov late for him to come 
down.

Much misapprehension exists con- 
cerning the proper scoring of points in 
the Olympic games. The track and 
field events are considered a separate 
factor, just as a shooting tournament 
would be. The nation scoring the most 
points, wins the track and field meet 
of the Olympic games, but does not 
necessarily win the entire Olympiad. 

The Swedish system of counting is 3 
points for firsts, 2 for seconds and 1 
for third. On this basis the acrruate 
standing of the Olympic track and field 
teams at the close of Tuesday’s events 
is as follows:

You quote from Gov. Marshall ‘that the 
courts must remain free and untrammeled, that 
we must first seek relief through the remedy 
we now have, and patiently abide the lawful 
reversal of judicial injustice.” I take it that 
what Gov. Marshall means by “lawful reversal” 
is the passage of laws which shall undo what 
appears to be tyrannical ure of the powers of 
the courts. If so, the people may wait till 
doomsday to get relief through that remedy, for 
the reason that the courts have it in their power 
to declare any law passed by the people’s repre- 
sentatives—State or national—unconstitutional. 
For example, the United States Supreme Court 
has decided that boycotting is unlawful, but that 
blacklisting is lawful. And if states or Congress 
pass laws to the contrary, the Court can 
promptly decide that such laws are “unconstitu- 
tional.” It is for this reason that the people wish 
to do something effective to curb the powers of 
the judiciary—powers which British courts do 
not have.

He Takes Nagel’s Place and 
Soon Will Recommend 300 
Postmasters to Taft. 


CAMPAIGN WORK. BEGINS 


Morris Will Be Here Friday to 
Launch Speaking and Or- 
ganization Bureaus. 


Thomas K. Niedringhaus, who refused 
to follow Col. Roosevelt into the third 
party movement after he had supported 
him for the presidential nomination at 
Chicago, has succeeded Charles Nage.. 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, as 
distributor of all Federal patronage in 
Missouri, according to advices received 
at Republican State headquarters Tues- 
day. 

The terms of 300 Missouri Postmasters 
will expire within 3% days, and Nied- 
ringhaus will recommend their success- 
ors to President Taft. 

Niedringhaus, who was elected nation- 
al committeeman in place of Nagel. 
is regarded as the ranking head of the 
State Republican organization. The 
chairman of the State Committee ts con- 
sulted frequently on appointments, but 
the national committeeman’s word is 
final, 

No changes are expected to be made 
in Federal offices in St. Louis. Three 
basketsful of applications for postmas- 
terships in various parts of the State 
are on Acting Secretary Deering’s desk 
et Republican headquarters in the Hol- 
land Bufllding. 

Awaits Niedringhaus’ Returns. 

“Nothing will be done with them until 
Mr. Niedringhaus’ return,” said Deering 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I have 
heard that Nagel has transferred all 
matters bearing on appointments to 
Mr. Niedringhaus, but this, of course, 
is a formality. The terms of more than 
100 postmasters expire about July 15 
and each day thereafter there will be a 
vacancy to’ be filled.” 

There are 1500 postmasters in Missouri 
who make up a very substantial part of 
the Federal machine. Of the 300 to be 
appointed soon the average salary is 
$65 a month. It is understood approxi 
mately half of the postmasters who are 
to be replaced with new men have been 
working for Col. Roosevelt. So far as is 
known, none of them has declared open- 
ly for the third party. A number who 
were active for Roosevelt are slated for 
political decapitation, it is said. The 
Taft men are insisting that the postmas- 
ters at least shall be loyal to the nation- 
al ticket. 

The Republican State Committee will 
begin the campaign in 10 days. Chair- 
man Morris will be in St. Louis Friday 
to launch the speaking and organization 
bureaus. 

Harry Mitchell of Joplin is expected 
to take charge of the organization work 
and possibly the nublicity end. Ben 
Leering will co-operate with Mitchell. 
According to Deering, the country press 
virtually is united for Taft. Of 300 
Republican weeklies in the States, not 
more than a half dozen have approved 


the Roosevelt party. 


Dickey Works With Nelson. 

Walter S. Dickey of Kansas City, 
former chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, is recognized as the most formi- 
dable factor among the Roosevelt forces. 
Dickey and William R. Nelson are said 
to be working together on a Roosevelt 
organization in Western Missouri, al- 
though a number of Republican State 
Committeemen still are hoping that 
Dickey finally will support the Taft 
ticket. In St’ Louis the Roosevelt 
movement is just fairly breathing. Paul 
Vv. Janis, an attorney, and Spearman 
Lewis, are doing considerable press work 
for the “Bull Moose” and threatening 
to call a State convention of the Roose- 
velt forces. 

A letter of congratutation frdém 
Col. Roosevelt adorns the wall at 
their headquarters in the La Salle 
Bullding. 

“I don’t know a thing about run- 
ning a political campaign,” said 
Chairman Janis Tuesday, “but I do 
know we are causing the Republicans 
a lot of worry. We have 500 voters in 
Sur organization right now and are 
getting recruits every hour. We have 
had effers of financial assistance 


‘from many sources, but thus far our 
demands have been modest.” 





City Committeemen Will Not Work 
Openly for Cowherd. 


Supporters of William 8S. Cowherd, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, 
at'a meeting Monday afternoon at 
the Planters Hotel, effected a work- 
ing organization in each of the 
Twenty-eight wards of St. Louis. A 
count of noses showed that 20 out 
of the 28 members of the Democratic 
City Committee are in favor of Cow- 


herd, but none of them will work 


openly for him in advance of the 
August primaries.

W. P. Hall of Kansas City Writes 
St. Louisan Told Him of His 
Plan to Fight Cowherd. 


SENATORIAL FIGHT CAUSE 


Former Governor Once Denied 
Saying, ‘‘Cowherd Can’t Win 
as Long as I Live.” 


Friends of W. S. Cowherd, candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor, have renewed the charge that 
former Gov. David R. Francis last Jan- 
uary attempted to keep Cowherd out of 
the race by declaring that the former 
Kansas City Congressman could never 
be Governor so long as he (Francis) 


When this alleged remark of Francis 
was made public in May, Francis denied, 
in an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, that he had said anything of 
the sort. Since this denial, Cowherd has 
written to Willard P. Hall, former Judge 
of the Kansas City Court of Appeals, on 
whose authority the story originally was 
circulated, asking for a written state- 
ment. 

Halls Reply to Cowherd. 

Hall’s reply was as foliows: 

My dear Mr. Cowherd: On Jan. 
9, 1912, I met Gov. Francis in Wash- 
ington, and in the course of a con- 
versation he asked me if you were 
going to run fer Governor this year. 
I said no. He replied that he had 
different information from a mutual 
friend of yours and his, who had so- 
licited his support of your candi- 
dacy. 

He asked me to say to you, on my 
return home, that you could not be 
Gevernor of Missouri so long as he 
lived. He complained of you that, 
during the Francis-Reed senatorial 
race you had made a speech in Co- 
lumbia in favor of Mr. Reed, though 
you were asked by him (Gov. Fran- 
cis) not to do so. 

On my return home I communicat- 
ed to you Gov. Francis’ message in 
the words above. [I thought you 
ought to know that you would have 
his opposition if you became a can- 
didate. I am quite sure that I re- 
member the words used by the Gov- 
ernor, although doubtless all he 
meant was to express determined »p- 
position to your candidacy this year. 

I write you at your request to veri- 
fy what I said to you immediately 
upon my return from Washington. 
You are at liberty to make such use 
of this as you please. Gov. Francis 
will, of course, admit sending you 
the message. 

This letter is being used by some of 
Cowherd’s supporters to show that 
Francis is opposing him, and to make 
the reason for this opposition clear. 

Ridiculous. Said Francis. 

Francis, when interviewed about the 
matter in May, said it was ridiculous 
to say he had served notice on Cowherd 
that the. latter could not be Governor. 
He said he never sent any message to 
Cowherd notifying him that he would 
not support him. He said Cowhéerd 
spoke against him not once but many 
times, in the_1910 campaign, but dis- 
avowed any purpose of trying to punish 
Cowherd. ‘ 

Because of the continued abstnce of 
Francis from St. Louis it has not been 
possible to get an expression from him 
on the Hall-Cowherd letter.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, July 9.—The Evenin 
Post, in its copyrighted financial og 

view today, says: 

“There were evidences today of the 
return flow of dividend money, and 
the gradual reinvestment of a portion 
of the fund in high-grade bonds and 
investment securities. .This support 
was not, however, as pronounced as 
it often is at this season; but the 
fact that good bonds were in better 
demand showed how some of the half- 
yearly dividends were being em- 
ployed. 

“The money market was helped 
somewhat by the larger receipts of 
cash from the interior, although the 
drain through the subtreasury was 
again heavy, and did much to offset 
the larger remittances to this mar- 
ket by out-of-town banks. 

Bond Market Firm. 

“But bond prices held well, and 
it was clear that some of the insur- 
ance companies, savings banks and 
out-of-town investment institutions 
were beginning to reinvest their large 
income in securities paying a rela- 
tively high interest return. 

The Bank of Germany made a strong 
weekly return, showing about $4,000,000 
gain in gold holdings, a decrease of $64,- 
500,000 in loans and discounts, and a 
$43,800,000 decline in note circulation. 
This made up for the weakness in the 
bank’s position, caused by the heavy 
borrowings of a week ago, and furnish 
abundant proof of the fact that the 
German market is fast recovering from 
the strain incident to the burdensome 
financing connected with the July set- 
tlement demands. 

“Foreign exchange was rather easy 
here, owing to the firm tone to discount 
rates, and the indirect influence upon 
the money market of last Saturday's 
weak bank returns. 

“Some of the banks made further 
progress towards strengthening their 
reserve position, and there was no 
disposition manifested to press money 
upon time borrowers, even at _ the 
higher rates that prevailed. 

Price Movement Irregular. 

“On the Stock Exchange there was 
an unsettled price movement. The 
opening was rather weak, showing 
declines of from 1 to points in 
Union Pacific Canadian Pacific, 
American Tobacco and Bethlehem 
Steel. Then there followed a recov- 
ery, which carried some of the active 
shares above yesterday, the highest 
prices being reached soon after 1 
o’clock. 

“In the last hour, on renewed sell- 
ing, the whole market became heavy 
axein and most of the gains were 
ost 

“The copper shares were the weakest 
feature, being sold heavily in this mar- 
ket, and at London, where the trade was 
somewhat demoralized by the break of 
$20 a ton in the price of the metal. Later 
the price recovered partially, but the 
metal closed $10 a ton below yesterday. 

“Here the metal was also quotably 
lower. The monthly report of the Cop- 
per Producers’ Association showed a 
decrease during June of 5,280,000 pounds 
in the surplus supply in the United 
States, to the smallest amount .shown 
since the compilations were first made. 
Production was under that of May, but 
there was a falling off in deliveries.
